Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 3, 4, 27 and 28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a safety 
guard comprising a locking mechanism comprising a rear locking tab attached to one of 
the side walls of a longitudinal member and a front locking tab attached to the other of 
the side walls of the longitudinal member, said front locking tab disposed between said 
rear locking tab and a longitudinal slot on the longitudinal member, wherein the rear 
locking tab has a trapezoidal cross section and wherein the front locking tab has a 
trapezoidal cross section and wherein the front locking tab is offset from the rear locking 
tab in a direction transverse to the longitudinal slot, was not found in the prior art 
search.
